Concert  Draws  Praise

A program  consisting  of  a 
Suite  for  Woodwind  Quintet  by 
Gunther  • Schuller,  Igor  Stravin- 
sky’s Octet  for  Winds,  and  Fa- 
cade, an  entertainment  with 
poems  by  Edith  Sitwell,  by  Wil- 
liam Walton,  was  performed 
Monday  Qight  as  a part  of  the 
Chamber  Music  Series. 

The  Schuller  piece  exemplified 
the  composer’s  intense  interest 
in  the  field  of  jazz,  in  which  he 
has  taken  a more  active  part  of 
late.  Hpwever,  the  inability  of  a 
Woodwind  Quintet  to  create  au- 1 
thentic  jazz  moods  left  some-  J 
thing  to  be  desired. 


THE  OCTET  for  Winds  must 
stand  as  a giant  in  twentieth 
century  chamber  music.  In  if, 
Stravinsky  utilizes  to  the  fullest, 
the  variety  of  colors,  melodies, 
and  rhythums  which  are  typical 
of  his  music. 

Facade,  William  Walton’s  mus- 
ic set  to  the  rhythm  of  poetfy, 
was  a mixture  of  serious  and 
tongue-in-cheek  moods.  The  co- 
ordination of  the  music  to  the 
nonsensical  poetry  brought 
laughs  throughout  the  piece.

THE  BEATLES,  an  English 
“rock  and  roll”  group  are  from 
Liverpool,  England:  So  far  they 
have  about  three  single  records 
out  in  America  as  well  as  the  al- 
bum on  the  Columbia  label  “Meet 
the  Beatles.”  Another  LP  “In- 
troduction to  Beatles”  is  soon  to 
be  released. 

The  Beatles  are  Paul  McCart- 
ney, John  Lennon,  Ringo  Starr 
and  George  Harrison.  Although 
none  can  read  music  John  and 
Paul  write  most  of  the  songs  the 
group  sings. 

Ringo  Starr,  the  quiet  drum- 
mer, seems  to  have  evoked  most 
of  the  feminine  squeals  for  the 
group.  Since  he  joined  the  group 
teenage  girls  have  come  to  re- 
gard him  as  a sex  symbol.  “A 
sex  symbol?”  he  said  shocked. 
“How  could  I be  a sex  symbol? 
Just  look  at  me!” 

George  Harrison,  the  lead  voc- 
alist also  seems  to  be  a popular 
symbol  among  teenage  girls. 

REACTION  TO  Beatlemania 
has  come  from  all  corners  of  the 
nation.  In  Washington,  D.C., 
where  they  appeared  Feb.  11  in 
the  Coliseum  for  their  first  “live” 
show  in  America  teenagers 
tromped  through  six  inches  of 
snow  that  stopped  school  but  not 
the  Beatles. 

In  Dryden,  Michigan,  two  boys 
were  dismissed  from  school  and 
told  not  to  return  without  a hair- 
cut. “Beatlenausia”  has  even 
reached  into  the  sacrosanct 
realms  of  stardom.  Bob  Hope, 
who  might  even  be  jealous  be- 
cause of  his  own  receding  hair- 
line, devoted  part  of  his  Friday 
night  television  show  to  squash- 
ing Beatlemania. 

Hope  laughed,  “The  Beatles  are 
kind  of  a barbershop  quartet  that 
couldn’t  get  waited  on.” 

“Until  - I heard  the  Beatles  I 
really  believed”  there’d  always  be 
an  England.  Now  I’ll  give  you 
odds.”  He  seemed  amused.  “Imag- 
ine four  Elvises.  The  British  are 
sure  getting  even.” 

CAMPUS  COMMENTS  about 
the  Beatles  has  been  two-sided. 
One  Washington,  D.C.  girl,  Nan- 
cy Woffinden  said  “I’m  ashamed 
of  my  hometown,  the  way  they 
acted  that  night  at  the  coliseum.'1 

Linda  Hansing,  a freshman 
from  Clearfield,  Utah  was  mot  so 
disgusted.  “I  think  they’re  tough.” 

“How  do  the  boys  feel?  A lot 
of  them  have  responded  by  letting 
their  hair  grow  to  Beatle-length. 

Overheard  in  the  library  was 
“They’d  better  be  careful  about 
coming  to  Zion.  The  seagulls,  did 
away  with  the  crickets  once. 
They’ll  do  away  with  the  Beatles 
too.” 

One , girl  retorted,  “Well  they 
don’t  have  to  show  their  intellect- 
ual ability  to  be  able  to  sing  do 
they?” 

A TEXAN,  Don  Searle,  said, 
“But  if  England’s  going  to  ex- 
port that  kind  of  thing  maybe  we 
ought  ^to  let  them  trade  with 
Communist  China.” 

Beatle  clothes,  tight  suits  with 
velvet  lapels  and  high  collared 
shirts  as  well  as  the  floppy  hair- 
cuts and  different  music  seem 
to  have  stormed  the  country  in 
Britain’s  answer  to  the  Skybolt 
missile  squelch. 


and  stomping.  However,  accord- 
ing to  reports,  Cannon  Center 
was  jammed  with  wild  college 
students  who  pushed,  crowded 
and  even  stood  on  tables  just  to 
see  the  Beatles  on  television  one 
Sunday  night. 

Radio  Station  KOVO  has  de- 
voted hours  to  its  own  particu- 
lar form  of  Beatlemania.

MR.  AVERY,  in  an  interview, 
stated  that  he  had  not  completely

succumbed  to  Beatlemania  but  he 
did  have  this  to  say  for  the  group, 
“Any  time  there’s  that  much  re- 
sponse for  one  artist,  it  can’t  be 
ignored.  They’re  so  different  and 
they  make  people  realize  that 
England  has  music  too.  It’s  great 
for  the  record  industry.” 

When  asked  what  he  thought 
they  would  do  to  the  popularity 
of  folk  singers  he  said  there 
would  be  a lot  of  commercializa- 
tion ■- and  satire  by  folk  groups. 
“Just  look  at  Chad  Mitchell  (the 
leader  of  a folk  trio  popular  for 
their  often  bitter  satire).  If  his 
hair  were  a couple  of  inches  long- 
er he  would  have  a Beatle  haircut 
too.”

A’s  Accept 
Kansas  City 
Park  Lease 

La  Porte,  Ind.,  (UPI) — Charles 
O.  Finley,  owner  of  the  Kansas 
City  Athletics,  said  tonight  he  has 
agreed  to  accept  a four-year  lease 
proposed  byx  the  city  of  Kansas 
City. 

FINLEY  SAID  he  has  notified 
Kansas  City  ^ Mayor  Ilus  Davis 
and  Joe  Cronin,  President  of  the 
American  League,  by  telegram 
that  he  will  accept  Kansas  City’s 
demands  for  a four-year  lease. 

Finley  and  city  officials  of  Kan- 
sas City  have  been  deadlocked 
over  Finley’s  demands  that  he 
sign  a two-year  lease.  The  city 
has  insisted  on  at  least  four 
years. 

FINLEY  SAID  he  decided  to 
accept  the  Kansas  City  officials’ 
demands  after  the  American 
League  owners  voted  last  week 
9-1  that  the  Kansas  City  offer 
was  fair. 

“As  a result  of  this  meeting,  I 
had  no  alternative  but  to  sign  up 
immediately  or  be  thrown  out  of 
baseball,”  he  said. 

“Since  I have  such  a great  love 
for  the  game  my  decision  was 
easily  made.”

Doctor  Childs 
Asks  Women 
To  Shop  Wisely 


“Shopping  the  Sales”  was  the 
topic  at  the  second  weekly  Home- 
makers Roundup  Monday.  Dr. 
Margaret  Childs,  head  of  the 
clothing  and  textiles  dept.,  pre- 
sented seven  tips  on  shopping. 


“Make  a workable  plan  and  keep 
within  your  plan,”  was  Dr.  Child’s 
first  point.  “Plan  ahead  and  make 
up  your  mind  to  a price  rage,” 
she  said. 


The  second  tip  was  to  do  com- 
parative shopping.  Know  your 
prices  and  fabrics  advised  Dr. 
Childs.  “Also  ask  intelligent  ques- 
tions of  sales  clerks,”  she  con- 
tinued. 


Learn  to  read  labels  was  Dr. 
Childs’  third  point.  The  home- 
maker should  understand.,  shrink- 
age and  colorfastness.
